to go on paying men to

games 
for us. 
’’It is surprising how many of our pro­ 
fessional athletes have failed to pass the 
doctor when patriotically endeavoring to 
enlist. 
Ort the whole, It is to be hop-*! 
that the war will make an end of ath ­ 
letic professionalism 
in this 
country. 
There will be no money to spare for its 
maintenance; and what can be spar * I 
for athletic purposes should go to pro­ 
viding playing fields for tho masses of 
our urban population, 
"There should lit* no more sending of 
the hat around for the Olympic games, 
for revivals, or other grandiose schemes 
of international sport, which serves only, 
so far as I can sees, to help the Ameri­ 
can 
super-specialist, 
a 
‘shamateur 
more often than not. 
"Let us, then, remain a nation of ath­ 
letes, but sternly refusing to pay or even 
praise the super-athlete for cultivating 
useless agility and an abnormal phy­ 
sique.’’
